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(57) Abstract: A harrow frame may be operable to per- 
mit pivoting of its ground working tool support arms be- 
tween a first relative angle and a second relative angle. 
Pivoting may be achieved through a drive system and 
a lock controllable remotely such that the tool support 
arms can be pivoted about their fulcrums "on-the-fly" 
while the harrow frame is being moved along a ground 
surface. In addition or alternately, a harrow frame may 
also be folded to have a width less than 8.5 feet to facil- 
itate transport. 
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
